The Almshouse continues in the care of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
M. Gowing, as master apd matron. They are faithful in the per- 
formance of their duties, and humanity and kindness prevail tow- 
ards those under their care. The number of inmates at the 
commencement of the year was six, and at the close four; one 
was admitted during the year, and three died, namely, Lavinia 
Andrews, aged 85, Elizabeth Thompson, aged 75, and Lucy Hunt, 
aged 68. The cash payments for the year above receipts were 
$976.66. The average number of inmates gives 2644 weeks for 
one person, making the cost $3.69 per week for each inmate, 
against $3.82 last year. ‘The amount expended the past year for 
support of poor out of the Almshouse, not including the insane, 
was $1,033.46. Included in this amount are charges to other 
towns for the support of their paupers living in Walpole, amount- 
ing to $388.10, which has been, or will be, paid into the town 
treasury. The cost of the support of insane has been $899.65. 
The number of insane dependents has been five, who are now in 
the hospitals.

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
WALPOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


WaLpote, Dec. 31, 1885. 


The statistics furnished by the Librarian give evidence of the 
increasing popularity and usefulness of the institution. 

The number of volumes issued during the year was 19,297, an 
increase over the previous year,— Fiction, 71 per cent.; other 
books, 29 per cent. 

The average daily circulation for the year was about 80 volumes. 

This largely exceeds the daily circulation of last year, and is 
more than double the number circulated per day during the first 
year of the existence of the Library. The number of volumes 
added to the library since the last report is 278; of these, 163 
belong to the class of solid literature, and 115 are fiction. More 
books will be added in February. 

Fifteen magazines are taken, the same as last year. 

The number of new applicants for books during the year was 
102. 

The whole number of volumes now in the Library for circulation, 
3,512. Pamphlets, 80; Official Documents, 663 ; Books of Refer- 
ence, 77.

County : — 


GREETING. 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are directed to notify the inhabitants of the Town of Walpole, 
qualified to vote in clections and in town affairs, to mect at 
the Town Hall, in said Walpole, on Monday, the first day of 
March next, at half-past twelve o’clock in the afternoon, then 
and there to act on the following articles : — 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said 
meeting. 

ArTICLE 2. To hear the Annual Reports of the Selectmen 
and other town officers, and act thereon. 

ArticLte 38. To determine the methods of repairing the 
highways, town-ways, and bridges, during the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 4. To choose all necessary town-officers for the 
ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 5. To see how the town will vote on the follow- 
ing question : — | 

“Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in this town?” The check-list shall be used, and the 
vote shall be by separate ballot, and ballots shall be “ Yes” 
or “ No,” in answer to the question. 
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Articte 6. To see if the town will approve of the list 
of jurors as prepared by the Selectmen, and posted as re- 
quired by law. 

ArtTIcLE 7. Tosee what compensation the town will allow 
the engineers and members of the Fire Department for their 
services the ensuing year. 

ArricLte 8. To see if the town will appoint, or instruct 
the Selectmen to appoint, special police-officers to enforce all 
laws bearing upon the sale of intoxicating liquors. . 

Articte 9. To see if the town will accept, as laid out by 
the Selectmen, the extension of the town-way leading from 
the easterly side of Main street, near the Town-Hall, and 
running in a south-easterly direction, and appropriate money 
to build the same. 

Articte 10. To see if the town will instruct the School 
Committee to employ a Superintendent of Schools. 

Articte 11. To see what action the. town will take in 
relation to a claim of Patrick Dalton for $241.85, for work 
done at new school-house. 

Agrticte 12. To make appropriations of such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray the expenses of the 
town, not otherwise provided for, the ensuing year. 

Articte 13. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of the town the ensuing 
year. 

Articte 14. -To see if the town will vote to fix the time 
within which taxes assessed therein shall be paid. To see 
if the town will allow a discount on taxes paid on or before 
that date, and what interest shall be charged on any taxes 
remaining unpaid at that date. 

ArticLe 15. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Collector, in collecting taxes, to use all means which the 
Treasurer may use when appointed Collector. 

Articte 16. To sce if the town will vote to authorize 
the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
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money in anticipation of taxes of the next ensuing year, and 
to issue notes of the town therefor; and the debts incurred 
under the authority of this vote are hereby made payable 
from said taxes. 

ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to sell at public or private sale the village school- 
house and lot, and any other real estate owned by the town, 
and authorize the Treasurer to execute a deed or deeds of 
the same. 

ArticLe 18. To hear and act upon the report of any 
committee, and to choose any committee the town may 
think proper. 

ARTICLE 19. To determine the manner of warning future 
town-meetings. 

And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by posting 
attested copies thereof, one at each of the Post-Offices, and 
in not less than ten other public places in said town, seven 
days at least before the time set for said meeting. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this Warrant, 
with your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the time 
and place of meeting as aforesaid.

To the citizens of Walpole: — ‘ 

The past school year has been marked by no revolutionary 
changes, but is characterized by steady work, with increased 
thoroughness in the elementary departments. Greater atten- 
tion is given to the use of the English language, especially in 
expression, writing, spelling, and punctuation. 

The results of trained supervision have been eminently 
satisfactory, as might be expected where one trained mind is 
substituted in the management of the schools for several not 
specially fitted for the work, whose time and attention, must 
be principally given to their own affairs. 

By a vote of the town passed at the last annual town 
meeting, the School Committee were instructed to employ a 
Superintendent of Schools, and through the cooperation of 
the Canton School Committee they were enabled to secure 
the services of Mr. William C. Bates for two days of each 
week. By this means, at a moderate expense, the services 
of an experienced superintendent were obtained, whose prep- 
aration for the work has been most thorough, including a 
liberal education and successful experience as teacher and 
superintendent of schools. Added to these he has shown 
tact, energy, and an enthusiastic devotion to his profession. 

Cordial relations were early established with both teachers 
and pupils, and a hearty union in work was secured. The 
good results of this are already apparent in discipline of the 
schools and an absence of friction when temporary or per- 
manent changes occur. 
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The new Centre school-house is nearly completed, and will 
soon afford relief from the cramped and crowded condition, 
which has been a serious hinderance to both teachers and 
pupils during the past year. All, however, have made the 
best of the situation, and the transfer to new and commo- 
dious quarters will be an incentive to additional effort.’ 

Increased efforts will be made to secure a more regular 
attendance on the part of pupils, and it is hoped that parents 
will assist the superintendent and committee to that end. 

Alterations have been made in the North school-house by 
which the primary department bas been provided with a 
larger room. The grammar school-room, though now smaller 
than before, is still ample. The school-house requires paint- 
ing, and a new fence, or extensive repairs to the old one are ' 
necded. 

Considerable repairs have been made on the South school- 
house both to the basement and the story above, and the 
building is now in better condition than it has been for sey- 
eral years. 

At the East school a new fence is needed, or a thorough 
rebuilding of the old. 

The report of the Superintendent of Schools is transmitted 
herewith, and a careful consideration of it is commended.

10n January 23d the new school-house was transferred to the School Committee, 
and is now fully occupied. The size of the High School has rendered the use of all 


the rooms advisable, though an additional school can be accommodated should the 
number of pupils increase.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Walpole School Committee : — 


GentLemMEeN, —I submit my first annual report. 


TEACHERS. 


There are few changes to record. Mr. Holmes, who 
taught the Centre Grammar, went to Bridgewater at the 
beginning of the fall term, and a little later was made 
principal of the Thaxter-street school at Hingham. 

In the fall term Miss Sylvester resigned from the South 
Grammar, to accept a position as preceptress of the Groton 
Academy. 

Mr. Henry E. Cottle, who has had considerable experience 
in teaching, succeeded Mr. Holmes, and Miss Mabel A. Jep- 
son, a graduate of the Framingham Normal School, was 
appointed to the place made vacant by Miss Sylvester. 

Miss S. G. Bagnall, who has had a very successful expe- 
rience in teaching, both in Massachusetts and the South, was 
selected as assistant for the High School. 

There is a stock of knowledge concerning the unfolding 
and development of the mental faculties that every teacher 
should have when he begins his work. State Normal schools 
and superintendents’ training classes are furnishing trained 


teachers, who have given one, two, three, or four years to 
preparation for their work, and Walpole should have its 
share of these teachers. When one Normal teacher succeeds 
another there is no break in the work, the new teacher pick- 
ing up the thread where the last one left it. Both know 
what they are doing, for both are working according to a 
well-defined plan. It is not claimed that every Normal grad- 
uate is a success as a teacher, and it is easy to call to mind 
individuals whose preparation for the work has been most 
meagre, yet the magnetism of whose looks and words and 
ways as they stand before the upturned faces of happy 
children proclaims that the teaching faculty is inborn. 

This work of teaching requires the teacher to give some- 
thing more than his time while the school is in session. It 
requires ability, enthusiasm, persistency, and devotion. A 
teacher must be full of his subject. He must know how to 
lead his pupils to collect information from every available 
source. One must put his whole heart into this work if he 
is to succeed in the year 1886. The question-and-answer 
method in recitation is passing away. The teacher who 
knows so little about the lesson his pupils are reciting that 
he has to keep his eye on the book to see whether they get 
it right, is out of place in the school-room. It is not true 
that all that is good and valuable in teaching has been dis- 
covered in the last twelve years, but there has been a grand 
awakening in this time, and teachers, all over the country, 
have begun to study child nature, and to apply the SPA 
ples of sound teaching in their daily work. 

From a digest of the writings of Quintilian, who flour- 
ished at Rome in the first century of our era, I quote the 
following thoughts in regard to the teacher :— 


He should be on terms of friendship with the parents, and regard 
his calling as a matter of the heart. He should conceive the feeling of 
a father for his pupils; should have no faults, and tolerate none. He 
should not be austere in his severity, nor unrestrained in his indul- 
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gence, lest by the former hatred be produced, or contempt by the latter. 
He should dwell much upon the good and honorable, for the more he 
admonishes the less need will there be to punish. He should not be 
given to anger, nor to the concealment of wrong-doing ; simple in his 
teaching, untiring in his exertions, persistent, but not stubborn. He 
should gladly answer all questions, and, in turn, question those who do 
not ask. 

He shouldbe neither lavish nor sparing in praise, because one pro- 
duces dislike for the work; the other, carelessness. In correcting he 
should be neither bitter nor sarcastic. Children should be treated with 
indulgence, within certain limits, in all instruction as wellas discipline. 
If this is refused them, a repulsion for the work is the result; and over- 
urging often produces idleness. 


Quintilian absolutely rejects corporal punishment. 


It is unfit and unworthy a free-born man. He who is of so base a 
disposition that reproof will not move him will not be affected by 
blows; especially so, because such a punishment will destroy all feel- 
ings of honor that he may possess. The rod will only become neces- 
sary through the negligence of the teacher, and a careful supervision 
of the occupations of his pupils will render wt superfluous. 


Here is solid, sound, unimpeachable doctrine, ringing down 
through the ages, preached and accepted nearly two thousand 
years before the rise of “that miserable conceit, now so rife 
amongst us, that light never really dawned on the world till 
that glorious time when our eyes were first opened, and we 
began to shed our wisdom abroad.” » 


PROMOTIONS AND ATTENDANCE. 


The school system of a town is a unit. This unit is divided 
into grades, and the grades into classes. A full course in 
the Walpole schools covers a period of twelve years: four 
years in the Primary grade, four in the Grammar, and four 
in the High School. The step from one grade to another 
should be as easy and natural as the step from one class to 
a higher. In making promotions, scholarship, deportment, 
and attendance should be considered. When a pupil has 
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finished his Grammar course, the question to be asked is 
this: “Have his scholarship, deportment, and attendance 
been such that it is for the good of this pupil to go on, or 
shall he review ?” 

The same points should be considered in the lower grades 
and classes when the time for promotion comes. Admission 
to the High School should depend upon the whole course and 
conduct of the applicants, as judged by their daily work and 
the tests given in the Grammar grade. 

Poor attendance is the foe to promotion. Parents who 
consider almost any excuse reason enough for keeping their 
children out of school are usually the loudest in their com- 
plaints when their children fail to deserve promotion. There 
has been an improvement in attendance during the last term. 
A monthly report. is made, and we have a picture for the 
Grammar grades, and also one for the Primaries, that hangs 
each month in the room that gave the best attendance during 
the preceding four weeks. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


The work of each school is being made to conform to the 
course of study recently adopted, and greater uniformity in 
the work of the different schools of the same grade may be 
observed. 


FREE TEXT—BOOKS AND SCHOOL SUPPLIES. 


The law requiring towns and cities in Massachusetts to 
furnish all books and other supplies needed for the public 
schools has now been in force a little more than a year. 
The pupils, as a rule, take good care of the books, and many 
of them, especially the readers and the books in the higher 
grades, will last several years. The greatest call for books 
is from the classes when they change from the Primary to 
the Grammar rooms. As soon as we have a full set of books 
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for each class in the Grammar grades the. expense will be 
materially lessened. . There were no data from which to 
estimate the cost of this department, and it has been 
found, in most towns, that the call for books and sup- 
plies has been greater than the school officers imagined 
it would be. 

Only such books and supplies as the needs of the schools 
have absolutely demanded have been bought. Books of 
reference are needed for the teachers’ desks, maps and globes 
to help in Geography, and various aids for the Primary 
work. All the belps in teaching that belonged to the High 
School were lost in the fire a year ago, so that this school, 
which needs a large supply of reference books, and requires 
apparatus to use in Philosophy and Chemistry, has now no 
tools with which to work. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL.

FAREWELL SONG. 


A large audience was in attendance, and the various essays 
were delivered with dignity and distinctness. 

Karnestness, application, and honest endeavor on he 
part of the pupils are seen in the High School. Before an 
assistant was secured the recitations were necessarily short 
and hurried, and it was impossible to give much attention to 
each individual pupil. Now, with two teachers, there is 
time not only for each pupil to take part in every recitation 


of his class, but for the teachers to give more thorough and | 


satisfactory instruction. ‘ 

A large class entered the High School in September. 
Like the other two classes it is made up of good material. 
The average age of the third class is a little greater than 
was the age of the pupils now in the first and second classes 
when they joined the school. It appears that this class is as 
well fitted for the work of the school as other classes have 
been. 

Let us try to find the reason for this desire, on the part of 
a so much larger portion of the young people, to enjoy the 
privileges of the High School. This condition of things is 
not peculiar to skates but is noticeable in many other 
towns. . The case of the town of Hingham is similar. Two 
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years ago the High School at Hingham had from 70 to 80 
pupils. Last September the school numbered 105. The 
number of graduates from the Grammar grades was not 
larger than in each of the last three or four years, but there 
was a greater disposition .to take the High-school course. 
This sudden increase in attendance at the High schools is 
the natural effect of the new Text-Book law. Now that all 
books and supplies are furnished by the towns, the consider- 
able expense that formerly attended this grade is removed 
from the pupils, and a larger portion of them are inclined to 
continue their studies beyond the Grammar course. It is 
hoped to gradually raise the grade of our Grammar Schools, 
so that the High School course may be more advanced. 


GENERAL EXERCISES. 


Live teachers often make the time spent in general exercises 
the most profitable part of the school session. These exercises 
require preparation on the part of the teacher, and a respond- 
ing spirit from the.pupils. The range of subjects that may 
be treated in this manner is almost unlimited. If a pupil 
knows that allin school are doing just what he is attempting, 
and that all will listen to what he has to say, he will be 
nerved to do his best. Pupils do not regard these exercises as 
tasks, but rather as recreations. If the teacher does his part 
with the pupils, if he makes his part of the exercise as good 
as he expects the pupils to make theirs, there will be no lack 
of enthusiasm. When the spirit of general exercises is 
abroad in 2 school, there are life, interest, and true progress 
within its walls. | 


CONCLUSION. 


In looking back over the seven months, during which I 
have been connected with the Walpole schools, I recall 
with pleasure, the kindness with which I have been received 
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by the parents, the codperation of the teachers, and the 
good-will and respect always shown by the pupils of the 


public schools. 
To the School Committee, for. their support and encour- 


agement, my thanks are especially due.
